Ran a Store on Main Street 


By A. LINCOLN FILENE

If I were to go back to running a 


Store in a small town—and I can 
think of many worse fates—there is 
tine idea, gathered in n. good many 
years of retailing in a large city, 
that I should take with me. Briefly, 
it's this: that one can prosper and 
taove ahead only by selling better 
goods at better prices and with bet- 
ter service. 


And that is just as true of small 


towns as it is of New York or Chi- 
cago. 


The appeal to sentiment, to com- 


munity loyalty, is all very well; but 
in the long run neither men nor wo- 
men buy from sentiment and loyalty. 
They buy for convenience, for price, 
for quality or for any one of several 
Treasons. "Buy-at-home" weeks are 
all right so far as they stir local 
mercants to better their methods; 
but if it is to leave a permanent im- 
press, the slogan should read: 


"Buy Better at Home." 
That points the way for the mer- 


chant in the small city to succeed, 
and it is a path he can follow. The 
chief bogey men of the small city 
merchant are, I suppose, the mail- 
order houses, the larger stores in the 
larger city which can be reached so 
easily, the chain stores and the house 
to house salesmen. But these forms 
Of competition have their vulnerable 
'%pots. 


Other things being equal, the buy- 


er would rather do business at home 
than with the mail-order house, for 
lie or she would rather see the goods 
lie or she is buying. The buyer will 
not make the trip to a more or less 
distant town to buy what,' can be 
found as well at home. 


The chain store has the advantage 


Of mass buying, but there are ways 
in which that advantage can be over- 
come. The same thing is true of the 
house-to-house salesman. 
Not only 


does he sometimes defeat, himself by 
the very persistence of his callinf 
but the local merchant can sometimes 
outsell him in his own field. 


I have heard of cases where the 


merchants of small communities hav 
opposed the bettering of roads lead 
ing to larger towns on the grouni 
that their customers would leav 
them for the larger town. I can thin" 
W IluTUHlj/ E?&8"WUlISH'.''''irftlife is fit 
such thing as a one-way road, anc 
the same path that takes customer 
away can be used to bring them 
back if only the attractions are a 
great. 


Another duty which such a small 


city store owner has—and it is an 
important one: He must work wit 
the community. He must take a par 
in the activities, and he must hel 
it to grow and to grow along sounc 
lines. Quite aside from his duty as 
good citizen,'there is a purely selfis! 
side in this. 


More and more as the means o 


communication 
improve, as 
mor 


towns get good roads and more men 
own cars, as the- telephone reache 
farther and farther, we shall find th. 
selling radius of a store increases. I 
is inevitable that certain communi 
ties will become buying centers; an 
the merchant whom I have in mind 
the merchant whom "L should try tc 
be if 1 went back to a small city, i 
going to see that his town is one of 
those buying centers. In all that I 
am trying to say here I have in mine 
the man who is not Roing to be satis 
fied with sales of $100,000 a year in 
bis store, but who wants to make the 
sales $500,000 or $1,000,000 or more— 
in other words, the man who has no 
idr-a of standing still. 


Stores in small cities have groa 


powers of expansion, but they can' 
grow unless the town is a town worth 
coming to. There are all sorts of fac 
tors in making such a town. Goot 
roads are a primary need. There's 
no use of appealing to the outlyin 
customer unless you're going to help 
thut customer get to your store. Bu 
good roads are not all. You've go 
to have something at the end of the 
road, something worth coming to be 
sides your store. Good schools, com 
munity music, churches, good shops 


• a good hotel, moving picture theater 


•—all those things that make a towi 
"livable" will help to make the 
town a shopping center, for it's go 
to be a "visiting center' 
a shopping center. 


This same interest in developing 


the community will run alongside an- 
other activity of this same good mer- 
chant whom I should hope to be—- 
that is, the study of his own town, 
its buying wants and habit?, its 
tastes in furniture and clothes. There 
is one thing in which the small-city 
merchant of ours has a very great 
advantage over his brother in the 
large city. 


Additional Advantage 


There is another relation to his 


community in which the small-city 


etailer can • play a bigger part than 
he man in the big city—that is, the 
ducation of his buying public. In- 
reasingly the men and women who 
uy are going to ask for a knowledge 
f distribution. How does a retailer 
ustify a mark-up of 100 per cent or 
lore perhaps on some articles while 
n others it may be only 5 or 10 per 
ent «r even less than actual cost? 
5an we meet*the cry of "profiteer" 
xcept by education? I do not think 
o. 


At present the retailer is perhaps 


nore a target of sus.picion than any 
ther man in the field of business, 
'he manufacturer is comparatively 
mmunc. His factory is out of sight, 
vhile the retailer is in plain view, 
f he enlarges his store, 'the assump- 
ion is obvious, he has made a lot of 
noney; and to a large part of his 
tublic it is equally certain that he 
las made it by undue profits. The 
etailer must look to educating his 
mying public out of that state of 
•nind, and no one has a better chance 
0 do this, not merely by advertising, 
ut by personal contact. 
There is no mystery in merchandis- 


ng, although there is a great deal 
f ignorance about it on the part of 
he public and sometimes on the part 
f the merchant himself. 
Most of the things which I have so 


;ar discussed have been outside the 
•^tore. Let's consider some of the 
hings that I should try to do inside 
he store if I were to go back to a 
smaller community and try to cap- 
talize my own experience. It is in- 
evitable that a study of one's own 
Community and its buying power and 
abits should lead to a study of one's 
competitors 
nnd 
their 
points of 


strength and weakness. With that 
nformation to guide me, I should try 
:o make some one or two depart- 
ments in my store known throughout 
the town for their completeness and 
efficiency. I should want the woman 
who sets out for a morning's shop- 
ping to say to herself: 
"I must stop in a Jones's for some 


bed linen, and then I guess I'll look 
around for a hat." 


I don't care what the department 


is—it might be sheets, or shoes, or 
gloves, or pins and needles; but I'd 
•iaW'tha^Wpattnttet tWe best of :its 
kind in my town. The advantages 
are obvious. Getting a customer into 
your store regularly is a victory. 
Make your town take it for granted 
that there are certain things they are 
sure to find in your store. 


That doesn't mean that you need 


to carry extensive stocks, but it does 
mean that you must carry complete 
stocks. If the specialty should be 
children's shoes, it doesxi't mean that 
the storekeeper of whom we are talk- 
ing needs to carry a great number 
of makes, but does need to carry a 
full lot of sizes in one or two lines. 
It means being ready to meet any 
reasonable request. 


Teaching the Sales Force 


The small town storekeeper has a 


fine opportunity to make his store a 
success by bettering his selling. I 
think most retailers will agree with 
me that the lack of basic knowledge 
about merchandise on the part of 
sales men and women is one of the 
mos,t serious things with which they 
have to contend, and that teaching 
them is one of the hardest tasks. 
It's a task also that does not grow 
easier as the size of the store in- 
creases. Any proprietor of a largo 
store will, I think, tell you that the 
loss of personal touch as a store 
grows in size makes harder the work 
of training the selling force. 


The merchant in the small city can 


keep in touch with the men and wo- 
men behind the counter and can 
teach directly and by example. There 
is 7!iore time also. In most smaller 
communities the stores have more 
low-pressure areas in selling than the 
iitores have in larger cities. In some 
of these stores most of the selling is 
on Saturday afternoon and Monday. 


Such a state of affairs will make 


possible a great deal of direct per- 
sonal instruction in selling, and also 
in service; and don't forget that if 
1 went back to such a city and such 
a store as we are discussing, I should 
expect to learn a great deal from my 


what kind of collar the banker wears 
and he knows what kind of shoes the 
banker's wife wears and how many 
children they have. And he knows 
these things not only of the banker 
at the top of the social and business 
heap, but he knows them also of the 
butcher, the baker and the candle- 
stick maker, who make up the rest 
of the heap and whose buying is 
what makes his store succeed. 


Moreover, in this two-edged pro- 


cess of both teaching and learning 
the art of selling, the wise merchant 
will have a chance to drive home the 
doctrine that good selling means a 
customer satisfied not only when she 
leaves the store, but six weeks and 
six months later. It takes a wise 
and skilled saleswoman to persuade 
stout Mrs. A. that she doesn't want 
the plaid dress upon which she has 
set her heart, and to send her away 
satisfied with a striped dress which 
she will like as long as it holds to- 
gether. 


That Personal Touch

The aggressive

That personal touch is a most val- 


uable asset; and if I were back on 
Main Street, I should strengthen it 
in every possible way. I should de- 
vise some plan to give my co-workers 
some sort of interest in the business, 
either through opportunities to pur- 
chase stock or through profit-sharing, 
depending upon their relative posi- 
tions and importance in my business. 
That's a task upon which I should 
embark slowly. I should make shar- 
ing or stock ownership a reward of 
constructive service. I should want, 
in other words, to have my associates 
hold sonic stake in the business, but 
not until I had proved them. 


Even if I try to make my small 


store as definite as one in a city of 
25,000 with sales of $100,000 a year, 
I find it hard to say what I would do 
about service. Much would depend 
upon the nature of the population. 
In very general terms, I should think 
that such a store as I have in mind 
would be a service store within cer- 
tain bounds—that is, it would not be 
a cash and carry store. I do know 
this: I should make such service as 
I did give, the very best of its kind. 
The small-city merchant has here 
idgaijar •tieowAds^atage.-^... direct 
sonal supervision over his service 
agencies. 


I don't think that the proprietor 


of the small-city store need be great- 
ly disturbed about the question of 
branded articles 
or of exclusive 


agencies for nationally advertised 
articles. 
There is usually enough 


business in the later to provide for 
himself and his competitor. There is 
one situation which he must squarely 
face, and that is the danger of carry- 
ing inadequate stocks of too many 
brands. 


If there are 19 brands of women's 


silk stockings advertised in the wo- 
men's magazines, with their millions 
of circulation, it is probable that 
someone in even the small city will 
at some time ask for each one of the 
19 brands. But that does not justify 
the store we are talking about in 
trying to carry all 19. To carry them 
all in full lines of sizes and colors 
would be suicidal. To carry them in 
incomplete lines is poor merchandis- 
ing. The wise plan is to pick out a 
small number of brands and see that 
stocks of those are complete. 


If I were going back to the task 


of building up a store in a small city 
to be a big store in a small city— 
and that's what every progressive is 
trying to do—I should take with me 
the knowledge that the advertised 
brand will have to face increasingly 
hard competition in the future. Just 
now it may be true to say that na- 
tional advertising can sell anything; 
but as the consuming public gets to 
know more about distribution, that 
will be less true. 


Success Just As Possible 


But all of what I have had to say 


comes down to this; that success is 
possible in a small city, just as it is 
possible in a big one, for the man 
who goes about his business in the 
right way; but the man who is con- 
tent to be "small town" in the de- 
rogatory sense isn 't the man who 
will succeed. 


Chain stores, mail-order houses, 


house-to-house salesmen, big stores in 
bi<; cities—at one time or another 
each of these has been hailed as the 
agency that would reduce the small- 
city merchant to the level of a ped- 
dler of pins and needles. 


I'ut the small-city merchant still 


lives and still succeeds just 33 far 
as he deserves success and earns it. 
It is a good thing for the man who is 
on Main Street and not on Broadway 
that after all Broadway is only Main 
Street stretched out and that big 
store's are only small stores grown 
up.

Following an illness of nineteen 


days, Stuart J. Flintham, county for- 
ester and fire, fioh and game warden, 
died Wednesday noon at the Angeles 
hospital, Los Angeles, where he un- 
derwent an operation on the 1st inst. 
for the removal of internal -uleera. 


Mr. Flintham who was one of the 


best known 'authorities in the nation 
on forestry matters and flre_. preven- 
tion work, became ill May 22, last, 
but was not removed to the hospital 
until the evening of the 1st inst. At 
that time his physicians pronounced 
his condition serious and expressed 
little hope for his life. 


The forester managed to hold his 


own in the battle for his life until 
Tuesday of this week, when a sud- 
den decline in his strength tnd vital- 
ity heralded the approach of death. 


.Mr. Flintham entered the United 


States forest service in June, 1904, 
resigning his, position as forest in- 
spector for California in 1908 to en- 
gage in business. 1911 he accepted an 
appointment as Los Angeles county 
forester, and July 1, 1920, he was 
named fish, game and fire warden. 


He is credited with having built 


up in Los Angeles county the -most 
complete forestry and fire depart- 
ment of its kind in the state. Un- 
der his direction, 
approximately 


forty fire districts were formed in 
unincorporated sections 
of 
the 


county, comprising altogether, 
the 


state's largest fire-fighting organiza- 
tion outside of a municipality. 
In 


Hue with his other duties he served 
as chief of the combined county 
fire departments. 


Mr. Flintham also supervised the 


construction of a vast network of 
fti-ebveaks throughout the forest and 
brush lands of the county and co- 
operated with county engineers in 
planning flood control projects. As 
an added means of guarding against 
fires he caused lookout stations to 
be constructed in the mountain dis- 
tricts, these stations being connect- 
ed with each other and his office by 
telephone and radio. 


Mr. Flintham was one of the best- 


known men in the county, from the 
desert, over the mountains to the sea. 
Hardly a town or community but 
what at seine time or other had call- 
ed him in for advice, on fire protec- 
tion or planting of trees and shrubs. 
In the matter of reforestation he 
initiated a program of experimenta- 
tion on the planting of pines in the 
foothill districts with the result that 
he pointed the way to the possibil- 
ity on the part of California seeing 
its foothills in the future clothed 
with planted pines. 


As an expert in the matter of 


fighting fires' in hills and mountains 
he enjoyed an envious reputation. 
He was the type of man who foiight 
his fires right 'on the line rather than 
from a swivel chair. He was a 
terrific worker out on the firing line. 
He put in such long hours and heavy 
work during the big San Gabriel 
brush fire last fall that on the last 
day when the fire was brought under 
control he collapsed on Mt. Wilson. 
From then on his physical decline 
until death moved with certainty. 


His body will be sent to the place 


of his birth, Albion, N. Y., for inter- 
ment following services to be con- 
ducted Saturday afternoon at two 
o'clock at the chapel of the White 
undertaking establishment, 664 West 
Washington street, Los Angeles.

the pretty maids and smartly dressed chaps who fidgeted 
nervously while the governor, mayor, or well-known citizen 
addressed you from the platform of the municipal auditor- 
ixim or high school rostrum; the sedate college graduates, 
charmingly collegiate in black caps and gowns, who listen- 
ed perhaps just as inattentively while learned men dis- 
coursed .on weighty subjects; from all these to the more, 
mature men and women who stand with definite accorrt- 
plishments already on their record and receive the higher 
degrees and honorary rewards from chosen institutions. 
A mighty host in whose hands lies America's hope and in 
a measure, the future destiny of the world! 


Platitudes without number will be given, these grad- 


uates, countless precepts will be quoted, heroic and worthy 
examples will be held up to them for emulation; and the 
gates of oratory will be opened wide to admit the flood 
of eloquence that deluges the country updn the occasion 
of the annual closing of school sessions. These do great 
good and often strike responsive chords among the listen- 
ers. However, no matter what rank, or from what grade 
of institution, every graduating group is divided roughly 
into two classes—those for whom the occasion is really 
the-beginning of.a new life, and those for, whom .,ik.is .not 
"commencement," but a "consummation." 


From the latter will come that self-satisfied type of 


person, proud of his own little achievements, smugly com- 
placent and pursuing his own ends with avidity. He is 
contented with the present and does not worry about the 
future and gives little thought to others. To some of these, 
their birth might be said to have been the consummation, 
for when they shake off this mortal coil, despite their 
academic equipment, they will have made little progress 
since their first advent into this world and passed in no 
lasting contribution by which their friends might proudly 
or gratefully remember them. Those in the grades who 
belong to this group will go no further, but will make up 
that class of workers who plod through life. This type 
in high school thinks that his secondary school education 
is all-sufficient and will launch out on what will probably 


be a career of little service. That same type among grad- 


uates of .higher institutions will become either just an or- 
dinary citizen wasting his educational sustenance, or one 
of those obnoxious "college graduates" whose vulgar dis- 
play of learning reflects little credit upon his respective 
alma mater. 


The first group is the hope of humanity. It is they who, 


in the lower institutions, consider that particular "grad- 
uation" but a stepping-stone to greater heights, but a 
mile in the long path to complete mastery of a subject or 
an idea. It is they who have initiative, courage to overcome 
obstacles, zeal for Whatever cause or ideal they hold dear, 
and who will become the leaders in their respective walks 
of life. To them every "graduation" will be but a "com- 
mencement" and every honor or achievement but a signal 
to render yet further service or seek new worlds to con- 
quer. True it is that some of this class will become those 
that the great dramatist had in mind when he wrote of 
"vaulting ambition Which o'erlcaps itself"; but even in 
their excesses, these often do great good. 


With these words, bid them godspeed and wish them 


success in their chosen futures. Let them pause awhile 
with the thought and contemplate whether "graduation" 
is going to be in fact a "consummation" or is it really 
'' commencement!''
